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Some extracts are reproduced herewith with apologise and Grati- 
tude to the Author Mrs. M. n'ew,F.R.H.s., and the Editor Mrs. C.FiLeqel 
of the Book "A MODERN HERBjU.". Printed in London. 
(1) NATURAL ORDER: Labiatae. Botony Name - Ocimum 
minumum. 

English Name: Basil Bush. Parts used- Leafy tops. 
" Bush Basil (Ocymum minumum) is a low bushy plant seldom above 
6 inches in Height, much smaller than Sweet Basil. "Both Bush and 
garden Basil are natives of India from whence it was introduced in 
1573. The leafy Tops of Bush Basil are used in the same manner as 
the Sweet Basil for seasoning and in salads. The leaves of O.canum 
and 0. gratissimum in India and of 0. crispum in Japan, all sweet 
scented Varieties are prescribed as a remedy for colds. "In crete it 
symbolizes "Love washed with tears" and in some parts of Italy it is 
a love- token. 

"Boccaccio's story of Isabella and the pot of Basil, immortal- 
ized by Keats, keeps the plant in our memory, though it is now 
rarely cultivated in this country. 

Drayton places it first in his poem polyolbion "with Basil then 
I will begin, whose scent is wondrous pleasing". In tudor days, Little 
pots of Basil were often given as graceful conpliments by farmers' 
wives to Visitors. 

Gulilyaifoa: Basil dies down every year in this country, so that 
the seeds have to be sown annually and it is preferable to sow in a 
Hot bed, about end of March and remove to a warm broder in May. 
planting 10 inches to a foot apart. Basil flourishes best in a rich soil. 
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PflRfS USED MEDICIHAIUS The Whole herb, both fresh and dried gathered 
in July. 

MEDICIBAL flOTWH USD USES: Aromatic and carminative. Basil has been 
occassionally used for mild nervous disorders and for the allevia- 
tion of wandering rheumatic pains, the dried leaves in the form of 
snuff, are said to be a cure for nervous hedaches. 

Aniffusion of the green herb in boiling water is good for all 
obstructions of the internal organs, arrests vomiting and allays 
nausea. 

"O. Americanurn, first recorded in 1789 as found in West 
Indies" The name "Ocymum" is said by Mathiolus to be derived 
from the Greek word 'To smell 1 because of the powerful aromatic 
and pungent scent characterizing most of the plants of this genus. 

O. Americanurn are used in cases of chest trouble and 
dysentery, and an essential oil is also extracted from the plant. 

O. canum is used as a tincture made from the leaves in 
Homeopathy 

(2) N.O. Labiatae . Bot. Name: Ocymum basilium (Linn). 
EHQIJSK: Basil Sweet. 
PARTS USED: Herb. 

BESSSIPTIOH: Common or Sweet Basil, which is used in medicine 
and also for culinary purposes, especially in France, is a hairy, 
Labiate plant growing about 3 feet high. 

HISTORK The derivation of the name Basil is uncertain. Some au- 
thorities say it comes from the Greek "basileus" a king, because, 
as Parkinson says "the smell thereof is so excellent that it is fit for 
a king's house" or it may have been termed royal, because it was 
used in some regal unguent or medicine. 
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In India the Basil plant is Sacred to both Krishna and 
Vishnu, and is cherished in every Hindu house. Probably on ac- 
count of its virtues, in disinfecting, and vivifying malarious air, it 
first became inseparable from Hindu houses in India as the 
protecting spirit of the family. 

' Every good Hindu goes to his rest with a Basil leaf on his 
breast" This is his passport to paradise. 

(3) N.O.Labiatae.BotName-Calamintha clinopodium. English: Basil 
wild. PflHTS USED: Whole herb. SfHOMTOIS: Hedge Basil; Hedge caia- 

mint. 

DESCRIPTIOH: The wild Basil (Hedge Basil) is a straggling plant with 
some what weak- looking, though erect stems, raising to a night of 
a foot or 18 inches and thickly covered with soft hairs. The shortly 
stalked, egg shaped leaves 1 to 2 inches long are placed opposite 
to one another on the four angled stem. They are only slightly 
toothed at their edges and like the stem are downy with soft 
hairs. The flowers, with tubular lipped corollas of a pinkish colour, 
are arranged on the stem in several crowded, bristly rings or 
whorls, at the points from which leaf stalk spring and are in bloom 

from July to September. 

The whole herb is aromatic and fragrant with a faint 
Thyme-like odur. The name of the species 'Clinopodium" Signifies 
"Bed foot" "the tufts of the plant are like the knobs at the feet of 
a bed." 
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Now let us see what homeopathy says about Tulasi. Even 
though Indians have forgotten, Homeopathic Doctors have not. In 
Homeopathy Tulasi has won an eminent position in the Meteria 
Medica. 

The first Homeopathic pharmacopoeia was published by 
Dr.C. Caspar! Leipzig, Germany in 1825. 

The first British Homeopathic pharmacopoeia was Pub- 
lished in 1870. by the British Homeopathic society. London. 

The First American Homeopthic pharmacopoeia was Pub- 
lished in 1897 by the American Institute of Homeopathy by Otis clap 
and son. 

In India the first attempt in this regard was made by 
<M..<Bkattacfiaryya.<&co. A revised & enlarged edition of the Homeo 
Pharmacopoeia was Published in July 1962 on behalf of 3tt. 
(BKattacfiaiyya eco. Private Ltd, Calcutta, underthe mame 1 and style of 
M. (BHattadtaryya < CD'S -Homeopathic pharmacopoeia. 

The First Homeopthic pharmacopoeia of India was Pub- 
lished by the Government of India (Ministry of health) in 1971 
which contains 180 drugs. 

From among the 180 drugs Ocimum Sanctum is one, which 
is introduced in the Pharmacopoeia & is described as follows:
